first exercises 
of the Summer 
School were held yesterday morning at 
9 o'clock In Progress hall. 
"With a half 
hour of Introduction, and opening the 
regular lectures 
wore commonest 
and 
the school 
session 
was fairly begun. 
The selection 
or l'rogrcss hall ror tno 
public 
meetings 
or the school 
was a 
fortunate one. 
The acoustic properties 
are excellent, ana Us situation at tno 
corner of the building 
Insures 
an 
abundance 
of light and nlr. 
lloforo 
tho exercises 
began Col. Parker 
com- 
mented favorably 
upon tho hall and Its 
ndmlrablo 
qualities thoroughly suited 
to the climate. 
The assemblage 
was 
not restricted to teachers and thoso 
intimately connected 
with 
technical 
school work. 
It was an enthusiastic 
gathering of men 
and 
women 
Inter- 
ested in advanced 
education. 
Tho addresses 
yesterday 
lacked text 
book formality. 
Jt Is the Intention 01 
Col. and 'Mrs. Parker and .Miss Allen 
to make them all so. 
Their prlnolple 
in their already successful careers has 
been to reach the soul, tho spirit in 
tho 
child. 
.Mrs. 
Parker stated tnat 
tliolr lectures 
were fully as applicable 
to parents as to teachers. 
She asked 
tho Advertiser 
to extend a cordial 
In- 
vitation to all mothers especially to bo 
present. 
Sho believes that education 
should 
be conducted 
in tho home as 
well as in tbe school room. 
The unpretentious 
opening 
yester- 
day, 
with Introductory 
address 
by 
President Dole, and a reply 
by Col. 
1'arker, 
was itselt or much 
value 
to 
educational 
Interests 
In 
the islands. 
President 
Dolo 
outlined 
brlelly 
the 
policy or the Government In the matter 
or education, 
especially 
In agricultural 
training. 
He presented 
to the audi- 
ence a clear and concise statement ot 
tho peculiar 
conditions 
which obtain 
In Hawaii, 
and told or his own Hopes 
and 
efforts 
to establish 
branches 
ot 
'instruction 
whlr.lt 
would 
be 
ot 
the 
most practical 
benefit 
to 
.Hawaiian 
pupils. 


lU3pector-Ccncr- 
Townsend 
pre- 
sented President 
Dolo 
to his hearers. 
Ho referred 
to tho President" as tho 
man who for years past had stood as 
tho advocate 
of agricultural Interests, 
tho Sompronlus 
of the Islands. 
President 
Dole 
was 
received 
witn 
applause. 
Although 
ho had heard that 
ho was to make tho opening 
address 
only that morning he 
was 
greatly 
pleased to be present nt tho gathering 
as he was deeply interested In tho 
ed- 
ucational 
problem 
of the Islands, 
es- 
pecially 
In tho matter of agricultural 
and industrial education 
in the public 
schools. 
Ho said that he had for years 
been dissatisfied 
with tho curriculum 
ot Hawaiian 
schools. 
His 
criticism 
was that It was not adapted 
to local 
needs. Tho majority or tho pupils wero 
Hawailans and Portuguese. 
It was his 
belief that tho public 
school 
should 
furnish them with the 
tools 
wnicti 
would onablo them to cam a livelihood 
as successfully 
as possible. 
Tho early missionaries, 
ho said, 
es- 
tablished common 
schools, 
and then 
later on high schools or 
in- 
dustrial schools. 
At lahalnaluna 
an 
Industrial school was established 
where 
Hawaiian boys, the sons of Hawailans 
who had for years been .given over to 
heathendom, 
wero taught Greek, 
and 
Latin and 
Hobrow. 
Higher 
mathe- 
matics, 
too, 
wero 
taught 
them 
and 
they paid their way In tho school by 
cultivating on the school grounds taro 
which 
thpy 
sold 
to 
tholr 
teachers. 
There 
were graduated ministers, who 
had no further uso for tholr Hebrew; 
poor surveyors, 
politicians, 
ottlce-seok-c- rs 
and lawyers. 
.Many of them ended 
up as yard men. 
Their education 
had 
been ot llttlo practical use to them. 
President Dole said that the presont 
course 
of study was a good ono, but 
not wholly 
adapted 
to 
tho 
present 
needs. 
Tho pupils 
did not havo tho 
opportunity or loarnlng 
what 
would( 
bring 
them 
ibread and 
butter. 
They 
could not earn money 
by tholr 
edu- 
cation. 
Ho 
said 
it 
had 
given 
him 
great pleasure 
to see tho Importance 
given to agricultural interests m tho 
curriculum 
of tho Hummer school. 
school had but recently 
bo-g- 
to glvo attention to this Important 
work. 
Normal 
training 
had 
been 
taught there for some time. 
It would 
glvo him great pleasure tq sco experi- 
mental 
departments in 
each 
public 
school whero tho boys could 
be glvon 


tho 
practical 
instruction 
that 
would 
bo of the most benefit to them 
In tho 
future. 
If they could bo taught how td 
handle their crops, how to liaudio tools 
so that they could build their homes, 
then tho public school would 
bo more 
truly fulfilling Us functions. 
Tho policy of the Uovcrnmcnt 
had 
been to encourago 
small 
farming, to 
give the poor man an opportunity. 
As 
a result the man or small means 
had 
been taking up small 
litty-acr- o 
or 


twenty-acr- o 
cotreo farms. 
Ttioso farm- 
ers were 
Portuguese, 
Hawailans, 
Am- 
ericans and 
Russians, 
but not to his 
knowlcdgo 
was there a pupil 
of tho 
Hawaiian 
Rchools. 
Their 
interests 
wore not there, their education 
often 
made thorn think that they were nbovo 
agricultural pursuits and In that sense 
unfitted 
them. 
He hoped thnt mucn 
Increased 
interest 
along 
tneso 
lines 
and practical results would como from 
the Summer school. 
Col. Parker won his way 
Into 
tho 
hearts ot his hearers nt once by his 
happy manner or speaking, 
by his 
un- 
conventional 
phraseology. 
Ho 
said 
that his purpose 
was to learn as well 
us to assist tho members 
of the Sum- 
mer school to learn. 
He was delight- 
ed to visit tho Islands and obscrvo for 
himself tho civilization 
of Hawaii. 
He, 
had come, not to lay down any prin- 
ciple or method, 
but 
to 
sco 
exactly, 
what tho teachers hero wanted, 
wnat 
they 
needed, 
nnd then to adapt 
tho 
knowledge 
which 
ho had 
to 
their 
needs. 
Ho said ho believed that the 
common school was the ono common 
means 
of solving all the problems 
ot 
all nations. 
This was truo in Hawaii, 
It was truc,ln the United States. 
It 
was not Congress, 
not .Legislatures, 
not the Supremo 
Court, 
which 
mado 
good citizens, 
but the silent work ot 
the growing soul In tho pupil, 
ilo said 
he was a teacher because it was the 
ono 
profession 
which 
embraced 
nil 
others. 
It was the art ot alt arts, 
It. 
took In all knowledge. 
Ho said the height or art wa3 sim- 
plicity. 
Among certain classes of 
poo-pl- o 
them was a delusion 
that things 
learned 
were, and must be, complex 
and intricate. 
There were peoplo who 
rejected 
the simple 
methods becauso 
they wero 
simple. 
There had 
been 
method after method, 
a 
mixing 
ot 
ideas, 
but the progressive 
educators 
of today had adopted the simple meth- 
ods becauso they brought out tho best 
development. 
Col. Parker spoke ot tno 
mechanical teachers, the Imitators, tho 
copyists. 
Ho spoke of tho traditional 
teachers who pointed 
to the past and 
drew all their conclusions 
from 
the 
methods 
nnd forms of history. 
They 
had a contempt 
for advanced 
methods 
which 
were 
In 
keeping 
with 
tho 
clmrged 
conditions 
nnd 
needs 
of the 
pupils 
of today. 
Teaching, 
ho said, 
was tho worst art and 
tho best 
pro- 
fession. 
Ho boltcved 
In starting 
the 
plan of making 
each school In Hawaii 
an experimental station, as President 
Dolo had huggestcd. 
AVcro this done 
it would set an example for the united 
States to follow. 
Col. 
Parker 
paid a tribute 
to 
th? 
memory of lien. Armstrong. 
Ho raid 
that lu working in Honolulu this sum- 
mer J10 hoped to, in somo small way, 
pay tho great debt which 
tho united 
States owed to tho 
Islands. 
Hawaii 
had sent a man or true Christian spir- 
it, devoted in principle 
to educational 
work In tho noblest sense. 
Gen. Arm- 
strong had established 
nt Hampton 
a 
school 
whoso 
broadening 
inilucnce 
could not bo 
guaged. 
Us 
tnitucnco 
would bo world wide. 
Miss Allen spoke ibrielly or tho man- 
ner ot her work for tho session, 
'iter 
lectures 
would 
bo given at 8 o'ciocK 
each morning. For 
three-quarte- 
or an 
hour she will 
discuss 
kindergarten 
methods, 
to which 
teachers and 
tho 
general public are invited. 
Jiho 
said 
tho kindergarten work should Jo car- 
ried Into tho home and she whined to 
meet the mothers at this session. From 
8:43 to U:30 she will conduct a prac- 
tical kindergarten on tho platform of 
tho hall. 
Tho public is invited 
to this 
as well. 
Miss 'Allen said that all stio 
asked 
was that 
tho 
audience 
would 
keep quiet. 
iMrs. Parker entered nt once Into tho 
work of the session. 
She Bpoaks eas 
ily and 
her 
EngllBh 
Is choice.

Who 
talked 
ot 
expression 
of 
tnougiit 
through tho body nnd showed 
how n

Col. Parker lectured

as trans-

A statement now made is that 
one of tho Island corporations entire- 
ly responsible 
will go ahead with tho 
cultivation of sisal very soon on its 
own account. 
Mr. WIUlo said that Mr. Turner had

men who nave taken stock In the local 
company.

of fibre to 
the 
acre.

profits.

ter tho war ends, that Was caused Mr. 
Wilde to eagerly hasten to FIJI to get 
Into 
business 
for 
himself. 
lie says 
that he can sell to fine advantage once 
his crop is In the ground. 
Mr. Wlldo Is a practical man of ex- 
perience

from 
tho planting to tho marketing. 
Tho 
machinery for tho treatment 
of the 
plants, the removal 
of tho fibre from 
tho 90 por cent of trash, Is manufac-

There 
cornea nil 
tho 
tlmo 
from 
India tho 
complaint 
that 
machinery 
for 
the 
treatment 
of the fibre plants grown 
there has not yet been invented. 
Thoro 
can be no quostlon whatever concern- 
ing tho American 
Tnachincry 
used on 
sisal In the West Indies. 
It is doing 
the work today and lias beon doing it 
for somo time. 
Amongst 
tho products 
of tho 
fibre 
taken to the factory aro rope, brushes, 
mats, carpets, etc. 
Mr. Turner 
1b now 
of tho belief that after the visit of Mr. 
Wilde something 
in tho lino of estab- 
lishing hero a new nnd important

dustry can bo carried out.

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Tho Senate nnd Houso of Represen- 
tatives, after plnylng 
on

There Is pome rich food for rcllcctlon 
In their acting. 
Impatient men have 
often spoken harshly of their methods 
of business, and their lack of harmony 
with tho Cabinet. 
Hut on tho wholo 
they have been a fair sample of repre 
sentative bodies, without 
parties be 
hind them, 
nnd sorely 
in need of a 
po.itical "boss." 
As they had, outsldo 
of tho question of annexation, 
no com 
mon bond, or creed, or political music, 
to which they could keep step, 
they 
naturally 
pot somewhat 
confused 
nt 
times, and took 
"headers" at 
each 
other. 
Some nllnwnnco also must bo 
made for tho lntlucnco of tho tropical 
cllmato upon their foreign natures. 
Thcro 
has been no charge, or sug- 
gestion of any dishonesty 
against any 
member, and no doubt, 
each 
one 
In 
his own way has sought 
tho public 
good.subjcct 
only to such 
drawbacks 
of Inherited 
cusscdtiesB which 
Is tho 
lot of nil. 
There has been some "log 
rolling," but tho logs linvu been 
com- 
paratively small. 
As the majority of tho members wore 
fresh hands 
In driving 
tho legislative 
chariot, they 
naturally 
got 
off 
tho 
courso 
nt times, rrtn tip against trees 
and stumps, 
and tried 
to climb some 
dangerous 
embankments, 
but 
before 
tho session was through came down to 
a nafo Jog. 
A fresh 
representative usually 
be- 
lieves that ho has been especially 
se- 
lected ns a telephone 
wlro to convey 
tho voice of tho people, which 
Is tho 
volco of Ood, 
to tho oar of tho 
Exc-cutl- 
officials. 
As tlinq goes on, nnd 
ho discovers 
that tho divinity of tho 
pcoplo's volco Is more of a legend than 
a truth, ho "disconnects" 
tho wlro and 
becomes 
weary 
of transmitting 
tho 
"volco 
of Cod" 
In this manner, 
ami 
proceeds 
to emphnslzo 
Ills own volco 
instead. 
Tho Executive, 
In splto of much un- 
organized 
opposition, 
has 
carried 
through 
nearly 
nil of Its own meas- 
ures. 
Several experienced members of 
tho Cabinet 
nro old leaders 
In 
keep-- 
lug fractious 
members 
In line. 
Tho Into Jas. I. Bowsctt 
onco said 
Mint In shipping 
droves of cattlo from 
h certain dock, a spaco of water 
had 
to bo crossed lying between tho shore 
and tho dock. 
Ho accordingly trained 
two steers ns "leaders," 
and on tho 
dock placed sovernl watermelons 
which 
wcro a powerful attraction to tho train-M-l 
steers. 
As they wore mixed with 
tho drove, 
they 
Immediately 
entered 
tho water, on seeing tho melons, and 
wcro 
followed 
by tho 
drove 
to tho 
wharf, and from that they wcro easily 
shipped. 
The Ministerial 
steers quietly Joined 
tho leglslutlvo

Oploplo has been a rider

Oploplo has

tracted attention by having a sort of 
a fainting spell after coming

The grave charge

Bullmnn, the boy who came here from 
the coast lately to ride. 
Bullman 
is 
quite young, but is a very good Jockey. 
He has a first class reputation iu San 
Francisco for straight riding and hon- 
est behavior.

HOMING 
PIGHONS 
IN 
WAR. 


Important 
Musscnucr 
Service Es. 
tnblished on Ships. 


Tho Homing Pigeon will play an Im- 
portant part in tho present war with 
Spain, says The Feather. 
Theso wing- 
ed messengers 
aro enlisted 
in tho mes- 
senger 
service 
of Undo Sam, and im- 
portant, indeed, 
will bo tho duty 
as- 
signed 
to them. 
Thcro 
will 
bo 
no 
moro efficient work 
in tho servico 
of 
tho navy than the flights of the Homing 
Pigeon. 
Tor 
several 
years 
experi- 
ments have been mado with Homing 
Pigeons as naval messengers 
with re- 
markable success, and now that thero 
is need for the pigeons, it is found that 
tho navy has at its disposal moro than 
500 of tho 
fleetest 
llttlo 
messengers 
over placed at tho call of a country. 
Tho organization of tho messenger 
pigeon 
service for uso in tlmo of war 
began with Professor Marion, 
of tho 
Naval 
Academy 
at 
Annapolis, 
Md. 
Lieutenant Harlow, 
U. S. N., also 
be- 
gan actlvo experiments 
with tho birds 
somo two years ago, and to theso two 
gentlemen 
is duo tho credit which now 
attaches itself to the pigeon servico of 
tho navy. 
An efficient 
messenger 
pigeon 
ser- 
vico could bo obtained 
by having sta- 
tions at Bar Harbor, Portsmouth, Cha- 
tham, Newport, 
New York, 
Delawaro 
Bay, 
Norfolk, 
Beaufort, 
N. C, Port 
Royal, 
St. 
Augustine, 
Jupiter 
Inlet, 
Key 
West, 
Tampa, 
Pensacola, 
Port 
Kads and Galveston. 
By this system 
a ship 
would 
bo within range of a 
pigeon station from any position along 
tho coast. 
Somo of tho abovo stations 
havo already been established, 
and tho 
others aro now in contemplation. 
Tho first practical uso to which tho 
birds were put was on tho flagships of 
tho Naval Academy off tho coast. They 
carried out with them Homing Pigeons 
which 
were roleased 
and sont to tho 
Navy Department 
In this way tho 
boats 
at sea kept the Navy 
Depart-- 


ment at "Washington 
nd the Navnl 
Academy Informed of their movements. 
Professor Marlon, who had chargo 
of 
the birds at the Navnl Academy, 
soon 
demonstrated the value 
of their 
ser- 
vice. 
For the past two years the most 
ac- 
tive training has been going on, and 
when the cote at Key West was estab- 
lished, Lieutenant Harlow was placed 
In charge of It. 
As soon ns active hos- 
tilities were expected to break out be- 
tween the United States country nnd 
Spain the Nvavy Department immedi- 
ately made inquiries about the pigeon 
service nnd found that a largo number 
of rapid, accurate 
pigeons 
could 
bo 
placed nt Its disposal. 
The birds were 
taken to Key West, which Is only nine- 
ty miles from Havana, nnd located in 
Lieutenant Harlow's cote there. 
They 
were taken out from this coto to sea 
and released time and again and always 
with 
tho 
greatest 
success. 
Scarcely 
ever 
did a pigeon 
fall 
to return to 
its home. 
In tho torpedo flotilla which 
was equipped 
to match Spain's 
flotilla 
means were provided on every boat for 
tho accommodation 
of 
tho 
Homing 
Pigeons. 
It is asserted that the Navy Depart- 
ment will uso 10,000 Homing 
Pigeons 
for service during the present war with 
Spain, to carry messages from tho fleets 
to stations on shore. 
The Manhattan 
Homing 
Pigeon 
Club has loaned 
the 
government 
2,000 of their birds for this 
purpose. 
A cote for Homing 
Pigeons 
was out 
aboard tho U. S. Flag Ship New York, 
a few days before her departure- - from 
tho New' York Navy Yard, and stocked 
with twelve of the best birds bred at 
tho New York Loft. 
Theso birds arc 
to be used 
by Admiral 
Sampson 
In 
transmitting 
messages 
from 
shoro 
to 
tho Bhlp, and from tho ships of the fleet, 
when out of signaling distance by se- 
maphores 
nnd flags. 
They 
aro to 
bo 
trained 
to 
fly 
by sight 
only 
as 
tho 
ship 
Is constantly 
changing 
position. 
They 
aro expected", 
however, 
to carry 
messages from fifty to 100 miles to the 
U. S. F. S. No7 York, theso flights be 
ing over water. 
Homing 
pigeons 
have already been 
used to some extent in the wSK 
It is 
not generally known 
that tho second 
Manila expedition 
had pigeons 
aboard 
on 
leaving 
San 
Francisco. 
Ono 
of 
theso was liberated off tho Farallones 
with 
a message 
to General 
Merrltt. 
Tho bird was picked up in "Watsonvlllo 
by a' Bmall 
boy. 
It had on ono leg a 
tin tag stamped "IIU22." 
To tho other 
was attached tho usual llttlo tin case 
containing a Blip of paper, 
on which 
was the following 
message: 
"General 
Merrltt, 
San 
Francisco 
Wo aro passing 
tho Farallono Islands 
at 4:45; smooth sea; cloudy; ships are 
In prescribed 
formation. 
Wo nro mak- 
ing eleven knots Instead of ten, and I 
bellovo wo can maintain this 
speed. 
Admiral 
Dewey should 
bo notified 
ac- 
cordingly.

attention from Chinese during his last 
hours.

wit- 
nessed 
tho 
ceremonies. 
Aswan 
had 
'been shaven and clad In flue now gown 
and 
blouse anil cap. 
Pr.ajer 
papers 
were burned and there was walling by 
professional 
mourners. 
In nil of Aswan's 
Intercourse, with 
citizens and merchants of other nation- 
alities during his long business career 
hero ho was regarded 
as reliable, and 
honest. 
'J hough not a dealer In opium 
he was an expert on tho drug and often 
passed upon consignmonts 
coming 
In- 
to the hinds of Government phvslclans 
and others. 
About forty jears 
ago Aswan 
was 
servant in the 
famllv 
of 0. i:. 
Will- 
iams, tho veteran furniture dea'ir ami 
undertaker, now 
nbroid. 
Aswan was 
a faithful, saving and nmbitioui 
voting 
fellow 
then. 
He had 
business 
Ideas 
and with the assistance 
of Mr. 
Will-Jam- s 
was able to branch out for 
hhii-fccl- f. 
At first ho had emeu shops aim 
hmall stores. 
Then ho abandoned 
the 
restaurants and set out for a mercan- 
tile career. 
He had as many ns a half 
dozen Mores 
In Honolulu and on Oahu 
at one time and had establishments 
on 
the other Islands. 
Aswan was ono of 
the heaviest losers by tho fire of 
1SS5, 
which destroed several acres of build- 
ings in tho business part of town. 
Ho 
had Just received a full ship's 
cargo 
of goods from China nnd had the now 
property 
principally 
In a. 
stora 
that 
was 
suppos-e- 
to bo llreproor, but that 
burned fast as tho rest of them when 
It was once reached 
by the names. 
A 
cumber 
of 
other 
merchants 
had 
brought goods to this store under the 
Impression that It would stand. 
Noth- 
ing was Insured. 
It was after this that 
Aswan 
went Into rice, but he never 
made a recoup. 
On ono occasion Aswan brought 
him-M- lf 
from China 
a ship 
loaded 
with 
laborers 
and merchandise. 
This craft 
was wrecked oft Molokal without 
loss 
of life, but scarcely any 
of the cargo 
was saved. 
Aswan misfortunes 
in bus- 
iness seemed never to discourage him. 
Without accidents he would havo been 
one 
of the 
wealthiest 
men 
of 
tho 
Islands. 
He was at ono time interest- 
ed in sugar, 
but hero again 
the evil 
genius made matters go wrong 
some- 
how. 
Through 
all his trials Aswan 
was scrupulously 
honest. 
Ho was a 
ocry hospitable 
man and was 
apprc- - 
lathe of tho value of education to his 
children and to all. 
It was his chief 
effort on holidays to be especially kind 
to tho teachers and others connected 
with institutions In which his children 
were being schooled.
